SPANISH FORK AND SANPETE RESERVATIONS. 
These suggestions are made in view of the 


events daily transpiring around. us and prelimina- 
ry to calling your attention to the Spanish Fork 
and Sanpete Indian reservations. This latter res- 
ervation, situated In the centre of the fertile val- 
ley of that name, and surrounded by an industri- 


ous and Itural population, is of small ex- 
tent, emb not more than five hundred acres.

there is little probability of its ever 
required for Indian purposes. The land is capa- 
ble of produeivg good crops and, in cop to the 
ple, ready and willing to reduce it to profita- 
le cultivation, should vacated as an Indian 
reservation, to which it is not adapted and for 
which it is evidently not required. The Spanish 
Fork reservation, at the southern end -of Lake 
Utah, contains about 15,000 acres of land, of good 
quality and all susceptible of irrigation. Some 
years since, a small portion of reservation 
was cultivated as an Indian farm; but the amount 
of produce realized was in no manner at all com- 
mensurate with the cost to the Government. For 
the last three years no work has been performed 
on this reservation, and it has returned to a state 
of nature; the farm house in very bad repair; the 
fences ali gone and the land overgrown with 
weeds and bushes; indeed, it is to-day simply a 
tract of naked, wild land, with few of its improre- 
ments yet remaining, and these, at best, but mon- 
uments of decay and ruin, no less than of the 
mistaken pelicy which seeks to ameliorate the 
condition of the red man by placing him in near 
roximity toa thickly populated white settlement. 
On the other band, it has been a fruitful source of 
irritation and dissatisfaction to the Indians, who 
are continually led to expect benefits which they 
never receive: and the fact that, while holding 
out hopes destined ‘never to be realized, it draws 
the Indians into the most densely populated set- 
tlements, to the great annoyance of the citizens 
whom they burthen with a heavy and continual 
tax, is not the least among the many evils justly 
complained ef. Even should the reservation be 
again devoted to Indian purposes, only @ smal! 
portion of it would be cultivated, still leaving the 
greater part untilled and running to waste. It is 
estimated that the money necessarily expended 
annually in maintaining the reservation, would 
purchase for the Indians, in the market, at least 
double the quantity of provisions that would be 
obtained from the farm. After an experience of 
two years in the Indian service in this Territory, 
Iam satisfied that the reseryation is a detriment 
to the Government. te the Indians and to the sae 
le. The withholding of such an amount of land 
wad intelligent cultivation, in view of the great 
acquisition of population that we are sure to re- 
ceive, ‘is as unw hopolitic, when it is 
considered that our people, so removed from 


other sources of supply, are compelled to rely en- 
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their own exértion# and the limited 
arable jand throughdut the Territory, 
It is, therefore, ly recommended that

UTAH INDIANS RESERVATION. 

The conditon of the Utah Indians in this Terri- 
tory will require your further attention. Roam- 
ing as they do through all our settlements south of 
they are and have been since the settle- 
ment of the Territory, a great annoyance to, and 
burthensome tax upon the people. 
influx of a considerable mining, population

tance of some eighty miles, east and west, with at 
least an equal distance north and south, as a re- 
servation for the permanent settlement of these 
Indians. After careful examination it has been 
found to be most admirably adapted to that pur- 
pose. Many of these Indians are anxious, with the 
assistance of the Government, to remove there 
and settle, and it is believéd that all could be 
readily induced to go. The reservation is more 
than ample for them all; eontains abundance of 
game and is well su with wood, water, and 
grass. I wecommend that yon memorialize Con- 
gress for an appropriation adequate to the pur- 
pose, and with a view to the making of a treaty 
with these Indians providing for their early re- 
moval to that reservation. | | 

ADDITIONAL MAIL FACILITIES. 

Your attention is called to the great defficiency 
in the mail facilities of this Territory. The large 
population thet has settled in the rich mining dis- 
trict of Idaho, and the co 
travel that has sprun up tween those points 
and this city—their principal source of sapplies— 
demand an of mail facilities. In justice 
to the several communities interested, there should 
be a daily mail, carried in coaches, from this city 
to Eastern Bannack and Virginia Cities, with a 
branch of like service from the northern part of 
this Terri to Beise or Western Bannack. 

The mail from this city south to Payson, through 
the large atid thriving cities in the valley of Lake 
Utah, should be increased to # dajly service. 

The important and increasing business garried | 
on between this Territory and Southern California 
requires that the mail service to the southern por- 
tion of this Territory should be extended through 
to San Bernadino and Los Augetles. 

There should also be a weekly mail from this 
city west to Tooele City and Graatsville, in Tooele 
Valley, 

It is recommended that you memoralize the Post 
Master General for this and additional | 
mail service.
